Claim 17, 26-27, 34, and 37 is allowed and renumbered as claims 1-5 respectively. 
The prior art of record, alone or in combination, does not teach a mobile phone with a 
music reproduction function which includes at least two reproduction resume methods 
that can be selected from, to resume playing the music that was stopped when the 
phone received an incoming call, and at least one of the methods is selected from a 
method that reproduces the music from a beginning of the music which was playing just 
before being stopped, a method to play the music from a point at which the reproduction 
was stopped, and a method to jump back to the music data for a specified time, as a 
run back, from the point of stoppage and to restart the reproduction of the music at the 
run back point .
